WELL MANAGED 


County Visitors Find the Fair­ 


m o u n t I <*tirut)on in E x c e l­ 
le n t C o n d itio n . 


SOME OF ITS NEEDS NOTED 


Only r ne Death Last Year—The Coun­ 
ty inftrr, aty Also Inspected— Insti­ 
tutions Fortunate in Their Superin­ 
tendents.

The board of county visitors yes­ 
terday completed its semi-annual tour 
of Inspection at the Fairmount Child­ 
ren'; Home at Alliance. 
It was a day 
of unusual interest at the home. 
Be­ 
sides a full attendance of the board of 
visitors, the Stark and 
Columbiana 
county commssioners, 
the board 
of 
trustees of Stark and Columbiana and 
the contractors anti those inferested 
in the new sewerage system at 
the 
home wer" present. 


This ti"w system bids fair to be the 
most successful which has been adopt­ 
ed. 
Yesterday there were 126 child­ 
ren in the home, all of whom looked 
very tidy and evinced the fact that 
they are cared for in a most excellent 
manner. 
Besides the efficient work 
of Superintendent Southworth and his 
estimable wife, they have a corps of 
excellent teachers and assistants. Sev­ 
eral of the most experienced of the 
teachers, whose painstaking work has 
been above criticism, feel that they 
are not compensated as they should 
be. 
They are all certainly very faith­ 
ful. not only as teachers, but also as 
attendants and 
caretakers 
of 
the 
children, and the board of county vis­ 
itors would be very much in favor of 
paying them 
the 
highest 
salaries 
which the two counties could afford. 
Their work has been so satisfactory 
that their withdrawal on account of 
the small salaries paid would be a mis­ 
fortune to all Interested, in the Insti­ 
tution of which the state is 
justly 
proud. 
During the past year out 
of 
216 
children cared for there was only one] 
death which is an unusual record for 
any public institution. 
At 
present 
there is not a single patient in the 
hospital. 
The food of the children is 
of excellent quality, wholesome and 
well prepared, and reflects credit upon 
the f hlef cook and his assistants. The 
clothing provided is plain, substantial, 
well made and well cared for. 
The 
sewing is all done in a little cottage 
used for this purpose. 
Tile children are not permitted to 
wear a garm ent with the smallest rent 
or out of repair, and each teacher or 
attendant looks after the mending of 
those under her care. 
Not many chil­ 
dren of well to do families in the pub­ 
lic schools have their clothing in such 
perfect order. 
The beds occupied by 
the children are 
comfortable. 
The 
dormitories with row after row of lit­ 
tle white Iron beds all immaculate in 
white pillows and spreads present a 
pretty picture. 
The laundry work is 
done in a most perfect ntaner. 
A visit 


ta the kitchen, the collar and the store 
room, with the large amount of can 
tied fruit, preserves, pickles, 
maple 
syrup and many other delicacies stored 
away for winter use, reveals the fact 
that Mrs Southworth Is an excellent 
matron. 
She has supervision of the 
food, clothing and all relating to the 
comfort of the children and employes. 
Her untiring devotion to the Interests 
of the home cannot be fully appreciat­ 
ed until a visit has been made to the 
different departments, each 
one 
of 
which is conducted in the most sys­ 
tematic and economical manner, 
all 
due to Mr and Mrs. Southw orth^ su­ 
perior management 
During the past year Superintendent 
Southworth found the amount of land 
owned 
by tho home inadequate 
for 
farming purposes, and 50 acres were 
rented two miles distant, and an ad­ 
joining farm, In a tine state of cultiva­ 
tion, with good buildings, is offered 
for sale at a reasonable price. 
T ho| 
board of county visitors passed a res­ 
olution recommending th e purchase of 
ibis farm of 130 acres, 
If this is done 
it will mean a great advantage to the 
home and to all in Columbiana aud 
Stark county who are. interested. 
Before the end of the year the sev­ 
eral jails and lockups will be visited 
by

visitors was present at the county in­ 
firmary, on a farm Of SJO acres, about 
three miles from Lisbon.

Columbus, O., Nov. 5.—The Repito* 
lican plurality in Ohio is about 115,- 
000 for governor, and the majority in 
the legislature on joint ballot for sen­ 
ator is 93, 
Chairman Dick, of the Republican 
state committee, announced that Her­ 
rick had carried 62 counties anil John 
son 26, for governor, most of the latter 
by small and the former by large plu­ 
ralities. On a total vote of less than 
900,000 Herrick's pluralities in 
the 
counties aggregate 135,132 and John­ 
son's 20,476, so that Herrick has a net 
plurality In the state of 114,200, ac­ 
cording to estim ates that may be in­ 
i' creased from 1,000 to 2,000 by the of- 
j ficial count. The plurality on the rest 
of the Republican state ticket will bo 
from 4,000 to 5,000 less than that for 
Herrick. The total vote for Johnson 
was leks than that for any Democratic 
candidate for governor for years. 
On the legislative ticket the Demo­ 
crats carried four less counties than 
for governor. 
Of the senatorial districts the Dem­ 
ocrats carried only the Thirty-second, 
Thirty-first, Twenty-eighth and Sev­ 
enteenth. 
The senate stands 29 Re­ 
publicans and four Democrats. 
The bouse stands 69 Republicans 
and 21 Democrats. The majority on 
Joint ballot for the re-election of Sen­ 
ator Hanna will be 93. 
These figures 
will not be changed by the official re­ 
turns. The counties carried by the 
Democrats were all In the rural dis­ 
tricts, all of the larger cities being in 
the counties that gave Republican plu­ 
ralities.

ly Democratic.

Chairman Dick, of the Republican 
state committee, announced that Her­ 
rick had carried G2 counties and John 
son 20, for governor, most of the latter 
by fimall and the former by large plu­ 
ralities. On a total vote of less than 
900,000 Herrick's 
pluralities In 
the 
Counties aggregate 135,132 and John­ 
son's 20,476, so that Herrick has a net 
plurality in the state of 114,200, ac 
cording to estimates that may he in­ 
creased from 1,000 to 2,000 by the of­ 
ficial count. The plurality on the rest 
of the Republican state ticket will bo 
from 4,000 to 5.000 less than that for 
Herrick. The total vote for Johnson 
was leks than that for any Democratic 
candidate for governor for years. 
On the legislative ticket the Demo­ 
crats carried four less counties than 
for governor. 
Of the senatorial districts the Dem­ 
ocrats carried only the Thirty-second, 
Thirty-first, Twenty-eighth and Sev­ 
enteenth. 
The senate stands 29 Re­ 
publicans and four Democrats. 
The house stands 69 Republicans 
and 21 Democrats. 
The majority on
